We Thomas Cummings 41d Thomas Green being ſext ty 
George Fox( ow Priſoner in the Common Goal at Lancaſter ) 
to the Goaler to deſre a Coppy of. his Mittimus , that he might 
know wherefore he was committed ; the Goaler anſwered that 
be could not groea Coppy of it, for anather had been Fined tor 
the like, but he gave ws liberty to read it over, wherein was char- 
ged againſt him ( to the beſt of our remembrance) to this c//e6t, 
Thar he was a Perſon ſuſpe&ted-to be a Diſturber ot rhe 
Peace of this Nation, a Common: Enemy to his Majeſty 
our Lord the King,a chief upholder of the Zxakers Sett, 

- and that he,together with others of his Phanatique Opi- 

on, haveof late endeavoured to raiſe: In{urre&ions 1n 
this part of the Country,to the imbruing.the Nation in 
Blood , with command tothe Goaler to. keep him in ſafe cu- 
ſtody, till he ſhould be releafed by Order from the King

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neme, nd that T tabs my company ſhould raiſe Tuſur. 
redions to imbrew the Nation in Blood.. All which is falſe, and 
I do deny every word in it to be Truth, for through the 
Nation havel been tryed of theſe things formerly, In the 
daye; of Oliver T was taken up as raiſing Arms againſt him, 
which was falſe, and I was taken up to London, and kept Pri- 
ſoner till T was brought before him , and when things were 
cleared, and I denied drawing & Carnal Weapon againit 
bim, or any man upon the Earth, for my Weapons are Spiri- 
tual, that cakes away the occaſion of Yar,and which leads 
into Peace,. : And after that Major Seily in Cornwall who 
ſent me to Priſon, when I was brought before the Judge, 
ſaid, that I took him afide, and told him I could raiſe four thous 
ſand men in one hour, which was falſe and a lye (and was 
then proved ſo to him) for ſuch words I-never ſpake to 
him; I never was found in any Pl#ts, nor ever took 
any Evgagement ; nor never took any Oath, nor never 
learned War Peftures; and ſo theſe things which come from 
Major Porter, who is lately appointed to be a Fyſtice, who 
hath wanted Power formerly to Exerciſe his Cruelty.againſt 
us,which is but the Wickednefle of the 014 Eneme; for the 
peace of this Nation Iam not a difturber of, but ſeeks the 
peace of it,and of all men,and ſtands for all Nations-and 
mens peace upon theearth; And wiſh that all Nations and 
Men knew-my Innccencyin theſe things. And whereas Major 
Porter ſaith, Iam a Common Fnemy to the King, that is falſe, 
for my love is to him and all men ( though Enemies to 
God, andto themſelves and tome) and I can fay it isof 
the Lord that he iscome in 19 bring dowe many unrighteouſly 
ſet up, of which I had a ſighct before he came. . Fes much that 
he Id ſay I aman Enemy to the King, for which T 
have no Reaſon, hehaving done nothing againft me; yer I 
have been Impriſoned and Perſecuted thiseleven or twelve 
years, by them that have been againſt the Kings Father, 
which was the Party that Porter was made a Major by , and 
bore Arms for, aud not them that were forthe King; I'ws 
never a Common Enemy tothe King; nor to-any: mans Perſon 
upon.the Earth, bur I am in the Love that fulfillls the Law, 
and thinks n0 evit; but Loves Enemies, and would have - 
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King ſaved, and come to the knowledge of the Truth, and 
brought into the Fear of the Lord,and toreceive his Wiſdom 
from above, by which all things were Made and Created, 
that with that Wiſdom he may Orderall things to the Glory 
of Grd by whom it was Created, I ow nothing to the King 
but Love, nor toany man, and Love doth not kill but fufill 
the Law, 

And Major Porter further ſaith, That he together with sthers 
of bis Phanatique Opinion, hath of late endeavoured to raiſe Inſur- 
refiions iu this part of the Countrey, to the imbrewing this Nation iis 
Blood. This 1s falſe, totheſe things I am as a Child, and 
knows nothing of them, and never learned the poſtures of 
War, and my V Veaponsare Spiritual, and not Carnal, and 
with Carnal V Veapons I do not fight ; and my Kingdom is 
wot of this TYorld ſaith Chriſt, and thole that follows Chriſt 
in the Spirit, the Captain of their Salvation denies the 
Carnal Weapons, who denies drawing any Carnal VVeapon 
againſt the King or the Parliament, orany man upon the 
Earth, yet we have theſe Lies and Slanders laid upon us 
who are come to the end of the Law, wholoves Enemies and 
wreſtles not with Fleſh and Blood,. and am in that which 
ſaves mens lives, and I witnefle againſt all Murtherous plots, 
and all ſuch as would immbrew the Nation in Blood, which be 
not in Peace, and I am innocent of all theſe things and 
knows them not,and it is not ix my Heart to have any mans 
Life deſtroyed upon the Earth. 

And Major Porter told me, he impriſoned me to prevent 4 
danger, becauſe times were troubleſome, aud we had meetings by 
hundreds. 1 told him we had kept ourMeetings in moſt parts 
of the Nation to wait upon the Lord, but neither he nor 
any man in the Nation had'any occaſion to ſuſpe& me of 
any Tumultuous Meetings, or to raiſe any Tumulrt in the Na- 
tion ,, who am a peaceable man, and deſires the peace and 
good of all, and had not gone from the place where I was 
apprehended, pafling two Miles in a Moneth ſince I.came ins 
to the Countrey.- 

And Major Porter proffered the Oath of Allegiance to me 
to take, and I told him I never took Oath in my life of one 
fide or the other,. againſt or for my ſelf, bur did abide in: 
Chriſts: 


Chriſts Do&rine, who'ſaich,! Swear not at all, and did ſuf- 
fer in that 3 And all people that have but the leaſt ſober. 
neſſe in them may ſee this tobe bur Valice and Envy of 
Major Porter in impriſoning and perſecuting of me, and 
laying ſuch things to my charge (up and down the Conn- 
try) which Fam innocent of asa child, and ſo] am ordered 
to be kepr prifoner eill I be delivered Zyarder from the King 
or Parliament. y 

Thele things are to be delivered to you to be laid before 
.yout to conlider of before you a& any thing, that you may 
1n the wiſdom of the Lord conftider the intent and end of 
mens ſpirits, leaſt you a& the thing that will bring the hand 
of the Lord againit you, and upon you as many have done 
before you that have been in Authority, whom Gerd hath 9. 
verthrown, whom we truſt unto, and fear, and cry unto 
day aud night, who hath heard us, and doth hear us, and 
will hear us, and avenge our cauſe, for much innocent blood hath 
been ſhed, and many. hath been perſecuted to death, by ſuch 
as have, been in Authority before you, who turned againſt the 
Juſt, whom the Lord hath vomitted out; Therefore conſider 
with your ſelves, for now you have the day.
